due ſtate of tenlity again : and being too lorg : 
kept in a ftate of Extenſion, by that means lote 
their Tone, which is not again to be reſtor'd 
but with the greateſt difficulty imaginable. , A 
Bow being kept long bear, or Fiddleſtrings lf 
extended for any long time, do both of 
them becom uſeleſs : -So it is with the Neries 
and the Offsprings of them; the Fibers, 
which are the only Inſtruments of animal 
Motion, whether natural or voluntary, when 
kept too long extended, the Spirits being ex- 
hauſted by that means, becom flaccid, and to 
uncapable of throwing off the excrementitious 
Alkalious' Particles, (all the Excrements of 
Man's Body being Alkaliows) wherby Obſtruc- 
tions are cauſed, and by that means Pain either 
greater or leſs according as the ObſtruQion is, 
or the Particles more or leſs acrid. 

Seventhly; Overmuch Reſt and Eaſe do 
greatly contribute ro the producing of this 


8 Diſtemper, by reaſon that for want of due 


Exerciſe many Superfluitiesare retain'd in the 
Body, which by moderat Exerciſe would be 


| diſcharg'd. Moderat Exerciſe puts the Blood 
43 and Juices into a brisk and nimble Motion, 


by which means Tranſpiration is greatly pro- 
moted ; and Tranſpiration being one of the 
_ and moſt advantageous Evacuations, 
that. being hindred, or not ſufficiently. pro- 
moted, muſt be of univerſal diſadvantage to 
the whole Body.

 Mors is thrown upon them than: any other Part, 
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Ezehthly ; Sudden Reſt, and expoſing the 
Body to the Air in cold or moiſt Seaſons after 
any violent Exerciſe, is as great a. Cauſe of 
this Diſtemper, and many others, as any one 
thing beſides; All forts of Exerciſe, as be- 
fore obſerv'd, do ſet the Blood and Juices into 
brisk Motion; which Motion being ſuddenly 
check'd, and Tranſpiration bindred on a ſud- 
den, the excrementitious Patticles, which 
would otherwiſe have bin carried off that way, 
are thrown upon ſom of -the Parts, which by 
cauling ObſtruQions,and vellicating the Mem- 
branes, promote pain in the higheſt degree. 5 

Ninthly; The total leaving off any ac- 
cuſtom'd Exerciſe is very pernicious, for the 
Reaſons before-mentioned. 

Tenthly ; From the keeping of the Feet et- 
ther too hot or too cold. 'The Gout is, by 
way of eminency,. generally called Podagya, 


"quia Pedum uſum impediat, becaule it takes a- 


way the uſe of the Feet, which are more ge 
nerally 'affteted than any other Part. /Now 
Cold keeps the Nerves in a ſtate of Contratt 
on or Extenſion, and Heat relaxes them ; and 


being either contracted or relaxed .too "long ff - 
for the Reaſons before-mentioned, they 1oſ {9 
their Springineſs, and therby are not capableJ 
of. throwing off the excrementitious Alkalin} 


Particles, of which all the Parts are full : and 
the Nerves of the Feet being diſorder*d, ha- 
ving loſt their Tone, a greater Flux ' of Hu- 


which 
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which makes the Gout there more tormenting 
and troubleſom than in any other Part. Ir is 
that Flux of Humors to the lower Parts, which 
makes the healing of either Wounds or Ul- 
cers 1n the Legs or Feet much more trouble- 
ſom and difficult, than in any of the ſuperior 
Parts. So it 1s in the Gout, when the Feet or 
Ancles, but eſpecially the Heels, are affeQted, 


a Fit is much more difficult to be taken off, 


than from any other Part. So likewiſe when 
the Tone of that Part is any way injur'd, it 
much ſooner receives morbific Impreſſions 
than any Part beſides. 

Eleventhly ; From the ſtopping of any uſual 
Evacuation, as the monthly Courſes in Wo- 


'men, and a Flux of the Hemorrhoids in Men, 


which I have frequently known to keep their 
certain Periods to a day ; by means of which 
ObſtruQion the excrementitious' Matter want- 
ing its uſual Vent, is tranſmitted to ſom other 
part of the Body. And according to the na- 
ture of the Part on which it 1s thrown, it 
exerciſes its Tyranny. If there be a Laxity 
in any of the Joints, 1t is thrown there, and 


ſo cauſes the Gout, and other different Diſeaſes 
| according to the Nature of the Part on which 
 1t coms. 


Having ſomwhat diſtinaly given an ac- 


count of all choſe things which either cauſe 


the Gout at the beginning, or accelerat a Fit 


1n thoſe who have already received the mor- 


bific Impreſſion, and alſo of the geaeral Dit- 
3 orders 
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orders that precede a Fit, I ſhall now com to 
my Second Head, which 1s, 


Secondly, Thar the Blood and Juices during 


the time of the Fit abound nor with Acid 
Particles, but on the contrary with Alkalions 
ONCS.! 

I hate Tautologies, and therfore ſhall not 


here trouble you with any Experiments made 


upon Gouty Peoples Blood, but refer you to 


my Hiſtory of Human Blood, [a \mall Specimen | 
of which you have. in my firſt Anſwer to 
Dr. Tuthil] where you will find ſeveral Ex 


periments ranged in fuch Order, and Refe- 
Teaces made to -the' Subſtances obtained from 
the Blood of People in a ſtate of Health, with 
the great diiproportion between the quantity 
of Alkaly obtain'd from the one and the other, 
that 1t will raiſe your Admiration to ſee how 
we have grop'd inthe dark for want of mak+ 
10g Experiments. I have' often found. the 
quantity of Alkaly obtained from the Blood 
of. People laboring under a Fit of the Gour, 
to excede that obtainable from' People in a 
ſtate of Health, frequently #5 fix to four, or 
therabouts, ſomtimes as five and a half to four 


at other times as five to four ; the Quantity 


of Alkaly, in which the Blood of thoſe labor- 
ing undera Fit of the Gour, excedes that of 


healrhy People, differing as the Fit is more or | 


leſs violear. | | 
Beſides the neceflary Concluſions to: be made 


Irom reiterated Experiments, of which, asI 


ſatd 
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faid before, you will find many ranged in their 


proper places, which Experiments themſelves 


are as clear a demonſtration of the Truth of 
my Hypotheſis, as is given þy the greateſt 
Mathematicians to prove any of their Propo- 
ſitions ; and indeed we have no other way of 
arriving at Truth than by making Experi- 


ments ; for a man ought not to draw a Con- 


cluſion from any one Experiment, but where 
Multitudes do exaQtly agree wirh little or no 
variation, one may without preſumtiondraw 
a.Concluſion from 'em, tho it may thwart the 
commonly received Opinions : I ſay, beſides 
the neceflary Concluſions to be made from re- 


'iterated Experiments, of diſtilling or anali- 


zIng by Fire the Blood of ſuch as labor under 


aFit of the Gout, from the generating of the - 
_ehalky Subſtance contained in the Neades during 
that time, which Nodes and chalky Sub- 
. Nance are at no other time produced than in 
the very time of a Fit; it plainly appears thar 


the Blood and Juices do more abound with Al- 


| kalious Subſtances than at other times; that 
1s, the Blood and Juices, of one laboring under 


a Fit of the Gout do more abound with Alka- 
lious Particles, than the Blood of the ſame or 
any other perſon who- is in a ſtate of Health.

wake, if the parts are not able ſo to contraf 
themſelves as to throw off the excrementitiog 
particles, as well as apply the nutritious ong 
a Diſtemper muſt follow. 

I being in company with a Stationer U 
Fleetfireet not long fince, he complain'd that 
he was ſeldom free from the Gout in his Feex; 
and if at any time he applied Colwort Leayg 
(as he frequently did) to the bottoms e 
them, within a few hours atter he could ſcrape 
from each of them near a, ſpoonful of fig 
Pouder of Chalk, and from the diſcharge df 
this Alkalious Subſtance he found great relief 
Pray from whence cotld this chalky Alk# 
lious Subſtance com, or what ſhould it be but 
the Matter of his Diſtemper, the diſcharge of 
which was a great Relief to him ? Now had

| the SuperſtruQure will be ſo likewiſe, the Ex- 
{& periments on which I have built my Hypothe- 
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ſis being ſo clear and demonſtrable, that I de 


fy the World to contraditthem. 


I ſhall, fr, begin with the Dietetic Cure. 
Secondly, Shall endeayor to demonſtrat th 


Inſufficiency of the Method of Cure both hers 


tofore, and at this time commonly praQtiſed} 


the generality of Phyſicians in uſing Alkatic 


Medicins and Op:um. ” 
Thirdly, Tſhall givean Account of the 
thod of Cureby tlie means of Acids, wheri 
I doubr nor, to all unprejudiced perſons, 1 
make it - appear that this Diſtemper deſerw 
not to be rang'd among the number of inc 
able ones : And then conclude all with two 
three very remarkable Caſes.

Sixthly, A due regulation of the Paſſions. 

Without a due obſervation and regulation 
the forementioned ſix things, all the Medi 
e1ns 1n the World can avail but little, tho the 
Advantage that accrues-from the uſe of %m 
is more 1a preventing the return of. the Di 
{t-mper than in taking off the Symtoms whet 
people have a Fit upon them: 1

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| Firſt of all 4ir, without which we can 
ſcarce live a minute z and as Air in general 
 Jdos contribute and is abſolurely neceſſary 
-Ure;F for our living at all, fo good Air greatly con- 
it tl tributes to our living well and in Health. It 
here is faid by ſom body, that plus Aere quam Cibo 
ed bf pivimmus, we live more by Air than Meat: and 
aliof that Air dos affiſt in the nutrition of Animal 
Þ Bodies, the famous Inſtance of Vipers ſo well 
2 Mat known, is ſufficient to evince ; for let a young 
i Viper be put into a Glaſ\-Receiver, and the 
'F Receiver be cover*d over with a Bladder that 
has holes prick'd 1a 1t, and the Viper will be- 
uy com as large and fat as if he were in the open 
Fields. I have: not made this Experiment 
myſelf, but have received it trom Perſons of 
that Worth and Honor who have don it, that 
$ Ias much believe the Truth of ir.as if I had 
a made the Experiment. If the Air in which 
:, iff we live and breathe has any communication 
ori with the Juices of our Bodies {which I be- 
#eſi lieve no one doubts) then good Air muſt of 
zentif conſequence greatly contribute towards pre- 
vicecÞ ſerving the Texture of the Blood and Jui- 
 . | ces; andon the other hand, when the Air 1s 
ona contaminated and corrupted with hererogene- 
Med ous Particles, it muſt deſtcoy the Texture of 
3 tiff the Blood. and Juices. Therfore people who 
If are troubled with the Gout ſhould endeavor to 
live in the moſt ſerene and clear Air that pol- 
fibly they can, and avoid that which is thick

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for if ſuch Air will contaminat and deſtroy the 
Texture of the Blood and Juices of thoſe who 
are ina ſtate of Health, which ris plain it will, 
of conſequence it muſt in a more eminent.man- 
ner do ſo to thoſe who have a Diſtemper al. 
ready lurking in them, and their Blood and| 
Juices out of order. What will contribute to 
the preſervation of Health in thoſe who enjoy 
it, will in ſom meaſure aſſiſt in the cure 
Diſeaſes; and on the contrary, what will con: 
tribute to the deſtroying of Health, will alk 
contribute to the bringing on of thoſe Diſcs 
ſes which people have already lurking 1n thei 
Bodies. | 
Secondly, Meat and Drink. People wh 
are troubled with this Diſtemper ought to bk 
very nice and careful both as to the Quantitj 
and Quality of what they 'eat and drink. | 
they excede in Quantity, then they opprek 
. Nature inſtead of relieving her. As to th 
Quality they ought to take great heed, ani 
not eat or drink any thing that abounds wit 
ſuch Particles as will either exaſperat a Fi 
when they labor under it, or bring on a Fi 
when they are free from it. Therfore as t 
Meat, let it be ſuch as is eaſy of Digeſtior 
and affords a good Juice, ſuch as Veal, Lam 
and all ſorts of Fowl, whoſe Fleſh is white 
and for the Sauce let there be always fomwh 
with it that is moderatly Acid. The mode

unleſs *cis pretended rhat one Alkaly will & 

troy another, which I am ſure is falſe, then 
being an amicable correſpondence betwee 
them all, the fixt Alkalies mixing with vg 
latils, and all the volatil and fixt ones with og: 
another, . without the leaſt /uZ#ws or ſtrife 
ſo it is plain that Alkalious Medicins will re 
dily mix with the Alkaly they find in tt 
Blood and Juices, and by. inreaſing the quan 
tity of the morbific Matter, as before ſai 
muſt exaſperat and increaſe the Diſtemper 
wheras Acids which are contrary to Alkalie 
(there being a Conflict between them whe 
ever they meet) given in due proportion, wil 
leflen the Matter of the Diſtemper, and 
time we | extirpat it.

T have made a ſlight RefleQtion upon the ex- 
orbitant quantity of Opium preſcrib'd in the 
foremention'd Caſe: yet I would not have 
people believe that I utterly diſallow the Uſe 
of Opizm and the ſeveral Preparations of it in 
this Caſe ; but on the contrary, I uſe it, not 
only in this, but in all other Diſtempers at- 
tended with Pain, and think it one of the 
greateſt Bleſſings that ever God Almighty be- 
ftowed upon the Commonwealth of Phyſic.

I gave him two or three very 
ſharp Clifters, to draw the Matter down-| 
wards, but he preſently vomited them ont at 
his Mouth. I gave him a Doſe or two of pur- 
ging Pills, with ſom cordial Stomachic Fulaps, 
which he vomited up again the very inſtant he 
took them. Ar laſt ſeeing him in the utmoſt 
Extremity, I gave him 10 grains of crude 
Opium made into Pills, which he retain'd 1n 
his Stomach, and began to grow doſy. Afﬀeer 
he had continued ſo about an hour, I gave 
him the following Pills.
